\otedfor the 50-year franchise law in 
the last legislature aud was sorry for it, 
but he did not then understand the 
measure and was induced to support 
the measure by Senator Foraker, who 
was here at that time urging the mem­ 
bers to pass that law. The debate be­ 
came general and it was freely charged 
by members in their speeches that Sen­ 
ator Hauna wa* at the state house two 
years ago, as well as Senator F'oraker, 
lobbying for the LO year street railway 
franchise law. ether proceedings in 
the house were merely rout ne. but the 
old lines of Monday wore drawn when­ 
ever the steeling committees so desired. 
In the senate there were no new devel­ 
opment*. Senator Burke continued to 
co-operate w.th the Demacrats. 
Later both branches of the legisla­ 
ture met in joint assembly to canvass 
the vote of the last state election. It 
was a dull proceeding, in strong con 
trast with the scenes at the same hour 
aud place one week hence when the 
two houses assemble together for jo nt 
balloting for United States senator.

Washington, Jan. 6.—The civil ser­ 
vice debate begun in the house was 
based on the item in the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation 
bill for the maintenance of the com­ 
mission. 
It promises to continue at 
least until the end of this week, with a 
possibility that it may ran longer. But 
it is generally admitted on beth sides 
that the appropriation in the bill will 
stand, as the anti-civil 
service re­ 
formers do not seriously contemplate 
an attempt to strike it out. The debate, 
therefore, i* only preliminary to any 
pro ram which the enemies of the law 
may agree noon. 
The members of the honse are di­ 
vided into three camps on this ques­ 
tion ; those who stand by the mw. 
those who advocate its entire repeal 
and those who dosire its modification. 
These divisions were apt arent in the 
debate, the nature of which was not ms 
stirring 
as 
had 
been anticipated. 
Messrs. Moody (Rep., Mass.), v row

Washington, 
Jan. 6. — Secretary 
Gage aud otner cabinet officers have 
replied to the senate resolution of Dec. 
18 calling upon the heads of the sev­ 
eral executive departments for informa­ 
tion as to what positions in their re­ 
spective departments should be ex­ 
cepted from the civil service laws and 
rules. Secretary Gage’s reply in part 
says: 
“ I believe that experience has taught 
that the order of May 6, 189(1, was too 
sweeping and that there should be 
taken out of the classification service a 
considerable number of places that 
were at that time classified. The most 
important of those places are in the in­ 
ternal revenue service. 
The dirht al­ 
lies winch the department has experi­ 
enced in the administration of the rules 
as they now exist, as applied to the in­ 
ternal revenue service, have become in­ 
tolerable. 
I believe that all positions 
of deputy collectors of internal revenue 
should be made excepted places, sabject, 
however, to nou-competitive uxamiua-! 
tio s. 
“ Another branch of the service w here. 
experience has demonstrated that class!- f 
boation was ill-advised is the custodian 
service in the public buildings through­ 
out the country. 
“The employes of the lighthouse es­ 
tablishment have been 
under 
civil 
service rules since May 0. No improve­ 
ment has resulted.’* 
..It hon h the treasury officials are re- 
ti ant on the subject, there are good 
reasons for the belief that Secretary 
Gage’s letter is practically in substan­ 
tial accord wi'h the views of the presi­ 
dent, and it is altogether proha Ie that, 
in the absence of congressional action 
on the subject, he will issue new rules 
which will carry into effect the changes 
suggested br the secretary. 
Secretary Sherman recommends the 
exemption of the heads of bureaus and 
the chief clerk of the state department 
from the operations of the law. 
“ I tonud.” he says in his statement, 
“ upo i entering my duties as secretary 
of state that the entire clerical force of 
the department, including the chief 
clerk at $i,6o0 and six chiefs of b reaus 
at fJ.lDO each, were under the civil 
service law under a presidential order 
e tending its operations so as tc em­ 
brace those o i cos. My opinion,” he 
continues, “is that these seven positions 
should be excepted from the operations 
of the laws governing the civil service, 
and I so recommended should any 
changes of the civil service law be con­ 
templated. 
These officers slmuld be 
either appointed by the president by 
ana with the adv ce and consent of the 
senate or the secretary of state, should 
he, as formerly, acting for the presi­ 
dent, t e empowered to appoint them. 
“ All these officers bear a close per­ 
sonal relation to the secretary of state 
in toe conduct of the department’s offi­ 
cial business. 
It is through them, un­ 
der the assistant secretaries, he is en­ 
abled to transact his official duties, and 
it would seem to be the part of pru­ 
dence aud discretion that they should 
be in sytni abietic touch with the head 
cf the department to in-nre co-opera­ 
tion and harmony of action.” 
,vecret iry Wilson of the department 
of agriculture sent the following let­ 
ter ; 
“ The ohief trouble I find in the de- 
sartm ent of agriculture exists in the I 
pureau of animal industry between in­ 
spectors, assistant inspectors, stock ex­ 
aminers and taggers covered into tne 
service without examination ; and the 
only marked inefficiency I find in the 
work of any class of employes in tne 
department is among the above men­ 
tioned employes of the borean of ani­ 
mal industry and in certain of the state 
statistical agents who were also covered 
into the service without examination. 
These matters can be remedied by the 
president by excepting certain positions 
from the classified service, or by the 
head of the department through depart­ 
mental examinations.” 
The report of the monetary commis­ 
sion proposing a plan for enrronoy and 
banking reform has been made public. 
When congress resumes its delibera­ 
tions Wednesday the house will take 
up the civil service appropriation, while 
the Hawaiian annexation treaty and 
the financial question will occupy the 
attention of the senate.

W ashington, Jan. fi.—The bill tor 
the reform of the civil service law, 
whloh has bonn d ie ted by a special 
committee of Republican members of 
the bonse of representatives opposed to 
the system iii its present form. makes 
sweeping changes in the present sys­ 
tem, the most important of uhichis 
the establishment of a five-year tenors 
of office for those government em­ 
ployes who are brought within the 
term* of the bill. The measure limits 
tho application of the civil service sys­ 
tem to the departments in Washington, 
and to such other localities where the 
total number of employes exceed 2*. 
All employes are commissioned for five 
years, with the power of removal 
clearly regulated aud vested in the ap­ 
pointing power, it is provided, how­ 
ever, that no removal shall be made for 
political or religion* causes, and in case 
of removal the causes shall be speci­ 
fied and the papers mude a record of 
the office. 
All persons now in the public service 
are to terminate their service five years 
Lorn the time that the a d takes effect. 
The measure recogui es the general 
eligibility of these persons for reap­ 
pointment. 
lr includes in the civil service postal 
clerks aud lettercarriers in offices hav­ 
ing over ten employes, exclusive of 
subordinates. It limits the • ivil service 
regulations to clerks whose compensa­ 
tion is from #900 to *1,800 per ye ir and 
includes as clerks copyists, computers, 
counters and draftsmen. 
It is pointed out that the essential 
idea of the foregoing hill is to take out 
of the civil service all responsible and 
important officers, limiting it only to 
clerks in Washington and certain large 
cities, and in these case* fixing a tenure 
of office of five years. The memb* rs of 
tho spe iai committee framing the bill 
aru well pleased with their labors, say­ 
ing that the original purpose of the 
civil service has been retained and that 
its radical expansions have been cut off.

SLAVES IN FLORIDA. 


le a ln o l* Indian* Said lo Bo S till Bald* 
la s Nrgror* In Bondage. 
Slavery has not yet been eradicated 
from Am erican soil. 
The Seminole Indians of Florida hare 
their slaves, aud those slaves are colored 
men who have never known the mean- 
ing of the word “ freedom .M 
Down in Dade county, around the 
edge of the Everglades, are to be found 
between 600 and 700 descendants of the 
fierce Indian w arriors who once defied 
the power of the United States and who 
centuries before, in the days when S t 
Augustine was a collection of hots, 
waged im placable w ar 
aganist 
the 
Spaniards. 
Their aversion to labor is 
just as great today as it ever was. 
Be­ 
fore the late w ar they bad th* ir negro 
■laves and today they have slaves. 
The exact num ber of negroes enslaved 
by the Seminoles is not known, but that 
American citizens in the eyes of the law 
are in servitude among the Indians is 
uot only well understood, hut sim ply a 
m atter of indifference to most of the 
w hite people of the Indian river dis­ 
trict. They dismiss the subject w ith the 
utm ost nonchalance. 
“ W hat is it to us if a few niggers are 
still held as slaves?" is in effect their 
position. 
The indifference w ith which the m at­ 
ter is regarded is shown by the follow­ 
ing incident related by a man who for­ 
m erly lived in the district near the In ­ 
dians: 
One day a Seminole came into the 
m arket town leading a negro as if the 
colored m an was a dog. The Indian ex­ 
hibited bis slave to a group of men who 
had gathered in idle cariosity around 
him. A fter telling of the colored m an’s 
good points the Seminole m aster off* red 
him for sale. 
"O h, bat you can’t sell th at fellow! 
All slaves were set free long ag o ," said 
a gentlem an standing near. 
(jnickly the Indian flashed a look of 
scorn upon the speaker and replied: 
“ W hite m an's niggers may be free, 
Indian's niggers not free." And he led 
his docile slave back to his farm aud set 
him at w ork.— New York World.

The Rev. Jam es M. F arrar of the 
F irst Reformed church of Brooklyn an­ 
nounced to his congregation a few nights 
ago th at ho intended as soon as possible 
to give up the pastorate of the church 
and devote the rem ainder of his life to 
the preaching of the gospel w ithout 
pay. 
In order to do this he will leave 
Brooklyn and go into the country, 
where living is cheap and there is much 
need of m inisters. 
The announcement 
was made at the annual meeting of the 
church. He said in substance that for a 
long tim e past he had believed it his I 
duty to preach w ithout {my, hut it was 
only now th at he began to see his way 
clear to the attainm ent of his wish. He I 
thought th at a man should at least de- j 
vote a part of his life work in a field 
where no one could impugn his motives. 
He said he made the announcement at 
that tim e not because he intended to go 
at onoe, but because he wanted a per­ 
fect understanding to exist between his 
congregation and him self as to his feel­ 
ings and intentions in the m atter. 
After the meeting many of his bear­ 
ers said that they could not and would 
not let him leave the church. 
Many of 
the more influential members of the 
congregation called on him recently and 
tried to dissuade him from his resolu­ 
tion, but w ithout success. 
He hail pre­ 
viously conferred w ith his consistory, 
however, and received their approval of 
his resolution. 
Dr. F arrar said to a re­ 
porter recently: 
“ I ani much surprised th at my state­ 
ment has caused so m uch commotion. I 
spoke of my plans to my congregation 
last night in a semiconfidential way. 
Moreover, as I told them th at I could 
not do as I proposed a t once I did not 
think th at it woald be m ach talked of. 
“ The whole m atter is this: Since I 
entered the m inistry I have constantly 
bet n called to larger, richer and more 
influential churches.

Then I was called to the city, und since 
I have been in tho city I have gone from 
one church to another, alw ays bettering

Kver A Mf rn- 
bled Took the Soldier* to France. 
Mr. W. O. Stoddard’s serial, “ With 
the Black Prince," gives in St. Nicho­ 
las an account of the splendid arm-* 
that accompanied the prince to the bat­ 
tle of Crecy. 
Mr. Stoddard says: 
It was the largest. English fleet yet 
•a m b le d , 
and the arm y going on 
board was also the best w ith which any 
English king had ever put to sea. 
It 
consisted of picked men only. Of these, 
4,000 were men-at-arms, 6,000 were 
Irish, 12,000 were Welsh, but the most 
carefully trained and disciplined part 
of th** force consisted of 10,000 bow­ 
men. Daring a whole year had Edward 
aud his son and his generals toiled to 
select and prepare the men and the weap­ 
ons w ith which they were to meet the 
highly fumed chivalry of the continent. 
An army selected from a nation of per­ 
haps 4,000,000 of people was to contend 
w ith an arm y collected from France 
w ith her 20,000,000, and from such al­ 
lies of hers as Germany aud Bohemia, 
re-enforced by largo num bers of paid 
mercenaries. 
Among these latter were 
tile crossbowmen of Genoa sold to P h il­ 
ip by the m asters of that Italian oli­ 
garchy. 
Edw ard’s adventure had a seeming 
of great rashness, for already it was re­ 
ported th at the French king had m us­ 
tered 100,000 tneu. 
F ull many a gal­ 
lant. cavalier in arm or of proof may 
well have wondered to hear, moreover, 
that Edward III, accounted the fore­ 
most general of his time, proposed to 
meet superior num bers of the best 
lances of Europe w ith lightly armored 
men on foot.

■aminate Indians Said to Bs Still 
lag Negroes la Bondage. 
Slavery bas not yet been eradicated 
from American soil. 
The Seminole Indians of Florida bara 
their slaves, and those slaves are colored 
men who have never known the mean 
ing of the word "freedom. ” 
Down in Dade county, around the 
edge of the Everglades, are to be found 
between 600 and 700 descendants of the 
fierce Indian warriors who once defied 
the power of the United Ststes and who 
centuries before, in the days when S t 
Augustine was u collection of buts, 
waged implacable war aganist 
the 
Spaniard* 
Their aversion to labor is 
just as great today as it ever was. 
Be­ 
fore the late war they bad their negro 
■laves and today they have slave#. 
The exact number of negroes enslaved 
by the Seminoles is not known, bot that 
American citisensin the eyes of the law 
are in servitude among the Indians is 
not only well understood, but simply a 
m atter of indifference to moat of the 
white people of the Indian river dis­ 
tric t They dismiss tbs subject w ith the 
utmost nonchalance. 
"W hat is it to us if u few niggers are 
■till bald as slaves?" is in affect their 
position. 
The indifference with which the m at­ 
ter it regarded is shown by the follow­ 
ing incident related by a man who for­ 
merly lived in the district near the In­ 
dians : 
Ona day a Seminole came into the 
market town leading u negro as if the 
colored m in was u dog. The Indian ex­ 
hibited bis slave to a group of men who 
bad gathered in idle onriosity around 
him. After tailing of the colored m an's 
good points the Seminole master offered 
him for sale. 
"O b, bot you can't sell that fellow! 
All slaves were set free long ago," mid 
a gentleman standing near. 
Quickly the Indian flashed a look of 
■corn upon the speaker and replied: 
"W hite m an's niggers may be free, 
Indian’s niggers not free." And he led 
hie docile slave back to hie farm and aet 
him at work.—New York World.

The Rev. James M. Farrar of the 
First Reformed church of Brooklyn an­ 
nounced to his congregation a few nights 
ago that ho intended as soon as possible 
to give up the pastorate of the church 
and devote the remainder of his life to 
the preaching of the gospel without 
pay 
In order to do this he will leave 
Brooklyn aud go into the country, 
where living is cheap and there is much 
need of ministers. The announcement 
was made! at the annual meeting of the 
church. He said in substance that for a 
long time past he had believed it his 
duty to preach without pay, but it was 
only now that he began to see his way 
clear to the attainm ent of his wish. He 
thought that a man should at least de­ 
vote a part of his life work in a field 
where no one could impugn his motives. 
He said he made the announcement at 
that time not because he intended to go 
at once, but because be wanted a per­ 
fect understanding to exist between his 
congregation and himself as to his feel 
iogs and intentions in the matter. 
After tfae meeting many of his hear­ 
ers *aid that they could not and would 
not let him leave the church. 
Many of 
the more influential members of the 
congregation called on him recently and 
tried to dissnade him from his resolu­ 
tion, bat without success. 
He hail pre­ 
viously conferred with his consistory, 
however, and received their approval of 
his resolution. Dr. Farrar said to a re­ 
porter recently: 
I am mach surprised that my state- | 
meat has caused so much commotion. I , 
spoke of my plans to my congregation 
last night in a semiconfldential way. | 
Moreover, as I told them that I could 
not do as I proposed at once I did not 
think that it woald be mach talked of. 
"The whole matter is this: Since I 
entered the ministry I have constantly 
l*‘< n called to larger, richer and more 
inflneiitial churches. I began in a little 
country church at a very small salary. 
Then I was called to the city, and since 
I have been in the city I have gone from 
one church to another, always bettering 
myself in a worldly way. 
The thought 
has struck me that we minister* count 
too much on the money we receive. 
it 
ha* struck me that in spite of our call­ 
ing we give very little to tile Lord. 
We preach and instruct and advise, tell 
these person* to do this aud tho*e por- 
hods to do that, but we are paid for all 
we do. The Hunduy school teat lier* and 
the other worker* iii the church give 
their rime aud money to the san ice of 
th** Lord and get nothing, at least of 
worldly reward, iu return. 
We mini* 
let* give time aud effort to our work, 
fait we are paid for all that we give. 
" I believe that it i* the duty of a 
man to devote at least a part of his life 
to the service of others without pay. 
That is what I waut to do, and that is 
the way in which I wish to spend the 
rest of my life. 
How soon I can do it I ; 
do not kuow. That will depend on the 
amonut of inouey I can save to support 
my family and myself. By the practice 
of rigid economire I thiuk I can do it , 
comparatively sonu That Is all that de- I 
lays me. 
''T he reason that I intend to go to the 
oouu try is that, aside from there bin ag 
a good field for my work there, I run 
live and support my family iu comfort 
for so much less money than is required 
in a city. 
I have a little country home 
in lolewild, Chester county, Ha., and 
that is where I shall go. 
I shall make 
that a center and go from there to what­ 
ever place I may be called. 
Much work 
will be the height of my hopes and my 
ambition. 
I have spent the last seven 
years of my life in building up a new 
church. It has grown strong and useful, 
aud I thiuk I have done all that is need­ 
ed in that direction. Now I want to 
build up souls without money aud with­ 
out prioe. I have fully consecrated my 
life to the Master, and I am more than 
convinced that the step I shall take as 
soon as the way is completely open is 


The First ttetormedchurch in Brook 
lyn is at Seventh avenue and Carroll 
street. It is a prosperous church, and its 
prosperity is due largely to the efforts 
of Air. Farrar, who has been its pastor 
for seven years and a half. In giving 
up bis pasto rate he will give up a salary 
of $«,OOO a year. 
Mr. Farrar not long 
ago purchased a handsome residence on 
President street, not far from

church. This he bought with a view to 
its being a part of the endowment, so 
to say, that be has been getting together 
in order that he may carry on his chosen 
work.—New Yotk Sun.

It was Sir Walter Scott’s dearest 
woh to found a house which should 
carry on the traditions of his great un 
castors, who were cadets of the Scotts 
of Harden, now represented by Baron 
Polwarth. Beati reared Abbotsford at 
enormous cost, but there his work U 
gun aud ended. His eldest son, who suc­ 
ceeded to the baronetcy, survived him 
only 16 years and died in 1847, un 
married, at the Cape, and so the bar­ 
onetcy became extinct His second son 
died at faroff Teheran, also nnmarriod. 
Bo the name of Bcott was left to his 
daughter Charlotte, who married Lock 
bart, the biographer of Sir Walter. Her 
son, Walter bcott Lockhart, adopt cd the 
name of Scott, but, with all the extraor­ 
dinary fatality that bad overcome his 
uncles, he, too, died unmarried at the 
age of 26, and so the estate passed to 
his sister Charlotte, who married J. R.

17, bot this morning Mr. Welsh suc­ 
ceeded in having the board extend the 
time 30 days. The plant is to be rn 
operation not later than July I. 
The papers have all been signed. The 
company, as Mr. Welsh says, is to have 
a cash bonus of $12,500, and $2,500 will 
be paid iii a year. 
This is also the 
proposition of other parties who bid for 
the bonus. 
The capital stock will be $100,000, 
with $80,000 paid in. 
There are a num­ 
ber of prominent Pittsburg people con­ 
nected with the enteprise. 
A well

He said that he bad no doubt the stats 
department won Id soon consider the ad­ 
visability of entering into a reciprocity 
agreement with Venezuela and of nego­ 
tiating an extradition treaty. 
“ It is important that there should be 
some kind of a reciprocity arrangement 
between Venezuela and America. Ven 
ezuela sends here large quantities of 
coffee, on which we charge no doty. On 
the other hand, some American products 
are heavily taxed by Venezuela. Flour, 
which here costs $4 a barrel, is taxed $5 
a barrel. 
There is also a very heavy 
duty on lard. 
Venezuela buys nearly 
everything it consumes outside of the 
country. Even batter is brought from 
the United States and Holland. 
“ The United States is Venezuela’s 
best market. 
There is a regular line of 
steamers, and goods may be ordered 
from the United States by letter and de­ 
livered in Caracas 31 days thereafter. 
The same things ordered in Europe 
would not arrive until three weeks later. 
The relations between the two coun­ 
tries are constantly becoming closer. 
The Venezuelans are very favorably dis­ 
posed toward the United States on ac­ 
count of the good offices of the presi-

It is intended by the cession to render 
possible for Germany the fulfillment of 
her jnst wish for the possession, in the 
same way as other powers, of a bass 
tor trade and navigation in Chinese 
waters. 
The cession of Kiao-Chon bay to Ger­ 
many takes the form of a lease for an 
idefinite time. Germany is at liberty 
to erect on the coded territory all the 
necessary buildings and asta blub me ta 
and to take the measures req aired for 
the r protection. 
Conli aal cg. The Reiehsaoseiger sa vs 
the ceded territory comprises the whole 
of the loner basin of Kiao-Chon bay. 
so far as the high water Roe, the larger 
headlands, situated sooth and north of 
the entrance of the bay. to the point 
where they are nature ly bounded by 
mountain ranges, and also the islands 
situated within and in front of the bay. 
No obstacles are to be rat ed by China 
to any measures Germany deems neces­ 
sary for the regulation of the water 
ex) ar see. 
China has transferred to Germany, 
for a period, not stated in the telegram, 
a lease of all sovereign rights over the 
cer ed territory. 
If for any oanse Kiao-Chon bay 
should prove unsuitable tor the objects 
Germany bas in view,'China after ar­ 
riving at an understanding with Ger­ 
many, will cede auotnor piece of terri­ 
tory on I e coast which Germany may 
regard as more suitable for her purpose.
